Fewer reports of child 


abuse amidst COVID-19

pril was Child Abuse Prevention Month, 


and across the country, states are report- 
ing fewer calls to child abuse hotlines, not be- 
cause officials believe there are fewer cases 
but because they're going unreported. 

“The risk to children increases when con- 
tact with mandated reporters, such as teachers 
and health care providers, decreases,” Bronx 
District Attorney Darcel D. Clark. 

The Instant Response Team (Administra- 
tion for Children’s Services, NYPD and Bronx 
DA’s Child Abuse/Sex Crimes Bureau) jointly 





investigated 34 incidents of severe abuse or 
maltreatment in the Bronx in April, compared 
to 103 incidents during March (schools closed 
on March 16) and 152 incidents in January. 

District Attorney Clark urged the people 
of the Bronx on April 27th to be vigilant about 
children at risk of abuse or neglect during the 
COVID-19 crisis, as social distancing and 
home schooling is isolating children from 
teachers, pediatricians, daycare staff and others 
who would normally be checking on their 
safety. 

She said, “As a direct result of this pan- 
demic, we are seeing an enormous drop in re- 
porting of abuse. We at the Bronx District 
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Attorney’s Office continue to work with the 
Bronx Special Victims Squad of the NYPD 
and other partnering agencies to ensure that 
children in our community are kept safe.”

All Jamaicans must 
wear a mask in public

Il Jamaicans have now been man- 
dated to wear a mask, once they 
are in the public space. 

The Government had previously 
ordered persons with flu-like symp- 
toms and respiratory illnesses, individ- 
uals over the age of 65, persons caring 
for someone at home with a flu-like or 
respiratory illness, and others with co- 
morbid conditions, such as diabetes or 
hypertension, to wear a mask in pub- 
hie. 

But Prime Minister, the Most Hon. 
Andrew Holness, on Monday (April 
20), emphasised that everyone is now 
required to wear a mask, while an- 
nouncing new and adjusted measures 
aimed at containing the spread of the 
coronavirus (COVID-19). 

“The wearing of a mask is now 


mandatory in all public spaces and that 
would include all public passenger ve- 
hicles, and I would encourage all Ja- 
maicans to comply, as we are close to 
being in that phase of community 
spread,” he said, during a virtual press 
conference at Jamaica House, in 
Kingston. 

The Prime Minister explained that 
the protective gear does not have to be 
a traditional mask and that persons can 
make their own mask from clothing 
accessories. “It could be a scarf, but 
the masks that we are used to, which 
go over your ears, we recommend 
those as the best types because they are 
functional, they have the material that 
filters the virus that we’re trying to 
avoid. If you can get those, that’s great, 
but what we really want is the covering 
of the nose and the mouth,” he said.

he Jamaica Diaspora Northeast Health 

Sector, USA, is anguished and in- 
censed by the tragic death in childbirth of 
Jodian Fearon. Situated as a part of the 
Global Jamaica Diaspora Council, the mis- 
sion of the Jamaica Diaspora Northeast, 
USA, is to mobilize Jamaicans at home and 
abroad, in a non-partisan manner, to nation- 
build in strategic areas. 

In the throes of the coronavirus pan- 
demic, the world has been paying homage 
to the heroic efforts of hospital workers 
who risk their lives every day administering 
professional and compassionate care to pa- 
tients and the paramount importance of sav- 
ing a life. It shows the divine nature of 
every human being. 

The horrendous treatment of Jodian 
Fearon on the eve of giving birth reveals a 
breakdown in medical ethics on the part of 
the institutions involved. There is no ex- 
cuse for the unprofessional treatment that 
Jodian Fearon suffered. A patient in an ad- 
vanced state of childbirth and in need of 
timely medical intervention cannot be mer- 
cilessly shuffled from one hospital to an- 
other. Her life and the life of the unborn 
child were treated in a manner unbecoming 
that of a humane society. 

As healthcare professionals, it is clear 
that changes are necessary for the regula- 
tion of both public and private hospitals. In 
the case of a citizen of Jamaica experienc- 
ing medical distress, it has to be the respon- 
sibility of a hospital, public or private, to 
admit the patient and commit to that stabi- 
lization of the patient. 

In that regard, we are recommending 
that hospitals have the legal obligation of 
admitting and stabilizing patients in a state 
of emergency. Such a law does exist on the 
federal level in the United States. The death 
of Jodian Fearon necessitates legislation of 
that kind. We should use this tragedy as a 
teaching moment in society, and in that re- 
gard, Jodian’s tragic death will not be in 
vain. 

As the investigation proceeds, The Ja- 
maica Diaspora Northeast, USA, stands 
ready to collaborate with the pertinent in- 
dividuals and organizations to provide re- 
sources, strategy, and expertise vis-a-vis the 
efficacy of such a law.

Jodian Fearon, the 23-year-old expectant 
mother went into labour on April 23 and was 
admitted to the Andrews Memorial Hospital 
(AMH) in Kingston, where she was already 
scheduled to have her C-Section. Fearon 
reportedly had flu-like symptoms including 
shortness of breath — a symptom of labor. 
She was denied services at the hospital 
after the medical staff feared that she had 
the highly contagious COVID-19. The preg- 
nant woman who was in labour was taken 
to the country’s largest maternity facility, 
Victoria Jubilee Hospital (VJH) but they ad- 
vised her doctor that they did not have room 
there to admit her. Spanish Town Hospital, 
St Catherine offered to accept her. After giv- 
ing birth to her daughter, she was trans- 
ferred to UHWI because of complications. 
The following morning, on April 25, Fearon 
passed away from cardiac arrest

Cuomo teased the extension as he detailed 
the troubling results of the latest round of an- 
tibody testing, which suggest that nearly 25 
percent of New Yorkers may have contracted 
the coronavirus at some point, as opposed to 
14.9 percent statewide. 


Tenants want rent cancel

R= is due every first of the month but 

today organizers in major cities are call- 
ing for immediate rent cancellation. There is 
currently state eviction moratorium, meaning 
landlords cannot evict tenants for not paying 
rent, but that’s not a long-term solution for 
thousands of tenants. 

Dozens of organizations across the city 
are calling for rent cancellation as thousands 
of New Yorkers filed for unemployment. 

Organizations like the Metropolitan 
Council on Housing is one of dozens of 
groups forming rent strikes. They argue that 


many tenants are worried about what will 
happen when the moratorium is lifted in June. 
The reality is landlords will be able to make a 
case against a tenant for not paying rent. Ac- 
tivists say the governor needs to act now. 

The Metropolitan Council on Housing 
also wants the governor to allow tenants not 
to pay rent for three months after the pan- 
demic is over to help people get back on their 
feet. 

The council says if a landlord shows up 
to a tenant’s door trying to evict them, they 
are advised to call the police. 

On Thursday, May 30th, Governor An- 
drew Cuomo spoke on this matter briefly as 


Thousands of School Bus 
Workers Furloughed as 
Schools Remain Closed

housands of school bus drivers and 

attendants have been furloughed 
after their contracts were not renewed by 
the city while schools remain closed be- 
cause of the pandemic. 

Letters were sent out on Thursday, 
May 30th to workers for at least eight 
bus companies. 





More absences are expected in the next 
few days, and the move is expected to af- 
fect about 14,000 workers. 

While on leave, workers will not get paid 
and will not have health insurance. 

Bus companies had been getting 85 per- 
cent of their normal rates from the city 
during the lockdown under a contract 
agreement. 
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he was asked what relief tenants can expect 
in the upcoming months. “You cannot be 
evicted for non-payment of rent. We did that 
by an executive order. That executive order 
has weeks left to run. So, I’m not saying peo- 
ple shouldn't pay the rent; you should pay the 
rent if you can pay the rent. But if you can't 
pay the rent, you're not going to be evicted,” 
says Gov. Cuomo. 

On May Ist hundreds of tenants are ex- 
pected to participate in a rent strike. They’re 
encouraged to bang pots and pans out their 
windows at 2 p.m. calling out to the governor 
to cancel rent now.

Supreme Court makes it harder for Green 
Card holders to get relief from deportation

In a 5-4 decision on April 23, the U.S. 
Supreme Court expanded the types of crim- 
inal offenses that bar green card holders 
from seeking a form of relief from depor- 
tation. 

The case, Barton v. Barr, is about who 
is eligible to apply for a form of relief from 
deportation called cancellation of removal. 
Cancellation allows certain long-time resi- 
dents to ask an immigration judge to allow 
them to stay in the United States. 

People who do not meet the eligibility 
requirements are not allowed to even ask an 
immigration judge to cancel their deporta- 
tion. One eligibility requirement is that an 
immigrant must have lived in the United 
States continuously for either seven or 10 
years, depending on whether they are a per- 
manent resident with a green card. 

But committing certain criminal of- 
fenses cut off a person’s ability to have their 
deportation canceled. Essentially, certain 
types of crimes stop the seven and 10-year 
clocks. The person can no longer accumu- 
late the time needed in the United States to 
meet the seven- and 10-year requirements. 

In Barton, the Supreme Court broadly 
interpreted what types of offenses trigger 
this “stop-time” rule. 

The Court was considering the case of 
Andre Martello Barton, a man who had 
legally lived in the United States since he 





was 10 years old. He has four U.S. citizen 
children and has not returned to Jamaica, 
his country of origin, in 25 years. 

The immigration judge in his case had 
found that, if he had been permitted to 
apply for cancellation, Barton would have 
received it. 

However, the Supreme Court upheld a 
decision finding that he was barred from 
applying for cancellation due to a criminal 
conviction. It did so even though that crim- 
inal conviction could not have been the 
basis for a removal order to begin with. 

The Supreme Court’s decision was 
split. The four liberal justices dissented. 
They pointed out that, in order to deny Bar- 
ton and others like him any opportunity to 
seek this form of relief from deportation, 
the majority of the Court had to ignore lan- 
guage in the statute that creates the eligibil- 
ity rules for cancellation. 

This decision comes at a time when 
immigration agencies have already been 


making it more difficult to obtain relief 
from removal and legal immigration status. 
This is the wrong approach. Continuing to 
make it harder for those with deep ties to 
the United States to stay here will only 
make life more difficult for them, their fam- 
ilies, and communities.

Without much fanfare and public postur- 
ing, the husband and wife team gave many Ja- 
maican/Caribbean artistes the platform for 
success until in December 2016 when his 
wife passed away. After a brief sojourn, Gil 
returned to the airwaves, hosting a popular

Caribbean radio programs heard in the New 
York Metro area judged the the Gil & Pat Bai- 
ley (WPAT) one of most popular programs 
with an impressive Average Quarter Audience 
(AQH) of 11,600 listeners over any 15- 
minute period. 

Gil continued to reinvent himself, keep- 
ing in touch with his audience with an eclectic 
mix of music, news, sports and current affairs 
weekly. 

In 2003, the Gil Bailey Show was 
awarded the International Reggae & World 
Music Awards (IRAWMA) top award for 
radio in North America. That same year, the 
Government of Jamaica and the Jamaican 
Consulate in New York also honored Gil for 
his outstanding contribution to Caribbean 
music and culture in the North American mar- 
Ket.

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U.S women's 
soccer players 
lose equal-pay 
appeal, but will 

Keep fighting 


he World Cup success of Megan Rapi- 

noe and the U.S. women’s national 
team might have hurt its case for equal 
compensation from the U.S. Soccer Feder- 
ation. And financial findings in the case 
could be leveraged against the team in an 
appeal. 

After a federal judge dismissed the 
equal pay claims of the World Cup-winning 
women’s national team on Friday night, it 
was not the words in the United States Soc- 
cer Federation’s response that stuck out. It 
was the ones that weren’t there. 

Nowhere in its two-sentence statement 
did U.S. Soccer say it was happy with the 
decision. 

The federation, which the women’s na- 
tional team began battling legally four 
years ago, had reason to celebrate. After a 
protracted fight that had pummeled the fed- 
eration’s reputation, embarrassed its lead- 
ers, angered its sponsors and threatened its 
financial future, the judge’s ruling granting 
summary judgment in its favor in relation 
to equal pay arguments was not a mere tri- 
umph over the players. It was a devastating 
rejection of the core argument of the 
women’s case. 

For years, the players have argued that 
they are paid less than their counterparts on 
the men’s national team. Over and over, 
they made the case that they deserved equal 
pay. They repeated that rallying cry in 
hashtags and on T-shirts and in news con- 
ferences, and they heard their fans chant it 
at friendly matches, World Cup finals and 
victory parades. 

And then in one crushing paragraph in 
Friday’s ruling, the judge in their lawsuit, 
R. Gary Klausner of Federal District Court 
in Los Angeles, told them they were wrong. 

Not only had U.S. Soccer not paid the 
players less than the men, Klausner wrote, 
it had convinced him that “the WNT has 
been paid more on both a cumulative and 
an average per-game basis than the MNT” 
over the years covered in the case. The ev- 
idence the players’ lawyers presented to 
counter the federation’s math, he con- 
cluded, “is insufficient to create a genuine 
issue of material fact for trial.”

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Worst everyday scams and how to avoid 


1. Employment Agency Scams: 

Too many employment agencies take advantage 
of people who are looking for a job. Some 
charge upfront fees, guarantee employment, 
send you to jobs that don’t exist, make you pay 
for training, such as security guard or OSHA 
training or bartending classes, in order to get a 
job. All of these things are illegal. Only use a li- 
censed employment agency, be sure to get 
DCA’s tips first, and file a complaint if you have 
a problem. Visit DCA online at nyc.gov/con- 
sumers or call 311 to check an employment 
agency’s license status and complaint history or 
to file a complaint about an employment 
agency. 


2. Towing Scams: 

If you park in a private lot where a sign says that 
it’s reserved for customers only, your car could 
be towed if you leave the area. But some tow 
companies will try to tow you even if you don’t 
leave or will tow your car around the corner and 
then try to get you to pay more than the legal 
rate and to pay in cash to get your car back. If a 
car is about to be towed from the lot, the drop 
fee for unhooking a car is $62.50. If you’ve 
been towed, the fee is $125 for the towing and 
three days of storage. Tow companies must ac- 
cept at least two major credit cards. Also, if 
you’re in an accident, only use the tow company 
called by NYPD. It’s illegal for tow companies 
to just show up on the scene of an accident and 
offer to tow your car. 


3. Immigration Assistance Scams: 

If you need legal advice about immigration, 
only go to an attorney or someone who is ac- 
credited and works for an organization that is 
recognized by the Board of Immigration Ap- 
peals. Immigration service providers can only 
offer clerical services and must follow local 
laws about contracts, signage, and disclosing 
fees. In New York State, a notary public, or no- 
tario publico, cannot give legal advice, draft 
legal papers, or review documents for legality. 
Get tips about using an immigration service 
provider at nyc.gov/consumers. 


4. Predatory Schools: 

There are hundreds of for-profit schools in New 
York City that enroll New Yorkers in courses for 
everything from air conditioning repair and cos- 
metology to medical technician training. Some 
use high-pressure recruiting tactics and may 
mislead you into taking out a lot of financial aid 
and then make it difficult to complete your de- 
gree so you’re forced to take out more aid. Do 
research about multiple schools, don’t sign up 
the day you visit, and get the tuition cancellation 
policy in writing. If you have a problem, call 
311 to file a complaint against a school of 
higher education. 


5. Electronics Store Scams: 

Some electronics stores prey on customers, es- 
pecially tourists, by selling refurbished electron- 
ics as new and trying to sell unwanted 
accessories or extra warranties that may not 
cover more than the manufacturer’s and re- 
tailer’s warranties. Recently, some stores sell 
SIM cards with a special SIM card Agreement 
that consumers are required to sign. Then, in the 
event of data overage, consumers are charged 
high rates for usage. Research the product you 
want to buy and compare prices before you 
shop. Only shop at an electronics store that has 
a DCA license, check the refund policy before 
you pay, and take the box with you in case you 
need to return the item. 


6. Parking Ticket Scam: 

Beware of emails that appear to come from the 
NYC Department of Finance that ask you to 
open attachments or click on links to confirm 
parking ticket payments. Do not open any at- 
tachments or click on any links; ignore and 


delete the email. This email is a phishing scam 
that could infect your computer with malware 
that can steal sensitive information like banking 
passwords or it may install ransomware that 
could lock all files on your computer until you 
pay a fee. If you want to check on the status of 
a parking violation, check with the Department 
of Finance at nyc.gov/finance. 


7. ATM Skimmers: 

Some identity thieves install skimmers on ATM 
machines that can read the information on your 
card. These small devices are hard to detect and 
go over the normal card slot. Use ATMs that are 
in the bank lobby or under video surveillance 
and always cover the keypad when you enter 
your PIN in case there’s a hidden camera. If you 
notice tampering with an ATM, don’t use it and 
report it to the bank. Get more identity theft pre- 
vention tips at nyc.gov/consumers. 


8. Phone Scams: 

There are a number of phone scams where the 
caller claims to be collecting a debt and threat- 
ens the victim into making payment. 

Green Dot Card Scams: NYPD warns that peo- 
ple are losing thousands of dollars in a phone 
scam involving Green Dot MoneyPak cards. 
The caller claims to be collecting a debt from a 
utility company like Con Edison or the IRS, or 
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that a family member has been hurt or is in dan- 
ger. The caller threatens that the victim must 
make payment immediately with Green Dot 
MoneyPak or that they will lose their heat or 
electric or face possible deportation or criminal 
prosecution. Never wire money or provide the 
numbers of a Green Dot or other prepaid card 
to someone you don’t know. 

IRS Phone Scam: Callers pretending to be from 
the IRS threaten that the victims owe money or 
that they are entitled to a huge refund. Scam- 
mers often use fake names and IRS badge num- 
bers and sometimes follow up with a call from 
the police department or DMV to verify the 
claim. They may even have the last four digits 
of a victim’s Social Security number and ma- 
nipulate caller ID to make it appear to be the 
IRS. The IRS will never call or email you for 
your personal or financial information. 


9. Grandparent Scam: 

When seniors get an email or phone call in the 
middle of the night stating that their grandchild 
is in Serious trouble due to a car accident, jail 
time, detention in a foreign country, or any other 
emergency scenario, the first reaction may be to 
help by sending money quickly. However, cre- 
ating that sense of urgency 1s part of a sophisti- 
cated scam that preys on the elderly. What 
makes the conversations with fake police offi-

cers, lawyers, and doctors convincing 1s that the 
caller may know personal details about the sup- 
posed victim and the caller ID may be manipu- 
lated to appear legitimate. Sometimes the caller 
will even impersonate the troubled grandchild. 
The financial losses tend to be thousands of dol- 
lars, so resist the pressure to act quickly and in- 
stead contact family to confirm the story and 
avoid wiring money based on a phone or email 
request. 


10. Rental Listing Scam: 

If you respond to a rental listing on a third party 
website like Craigslist, be wary of people who 
pretend to be real estate agents and then collect 
the money without owning the listing. When 
you’re apartment hunting, never complete an 
application or give advance payment before see- 
ing an available listing and never wire money 
or use a prepaid card like Green Dot MoneyPak. 
Red flags include an “agent” claiming that he 1s 
out of town but has arranged for the keys to be 
delivered to you once you make payment. DCA 
encourages consumer complaints and works 
with businesses to get back your money. In the 
last fiscal year alone, we’ve increased the 
amount of money consumers got back by 75 
percent.
